SEATING/ RESERVATION  POLICIES 


DOES  AJ  "SELL"  SEATS  FOR  THE  HIGH  HOLY  DAYS? 

The  answer  to  this  age-old  question  is  AJ  does  not  sell 
seats.  We  do  offer  the  opportunity  for  reserved  seating, 
and  there  is  a  fee  for  these  reservations.  Reserved  seating 
enables  families  to  arrive  at  different  times,  and  still  know 
that  there  will  be  available  seating  together. 

Seat  reservations  also  serve  an  even  larger  purpose  -  they 
keep  the  shul  open  for  business!  High  Holy  Day  seat 
reservations  serve  as  the  synagogue's  largest  fundraiser. 
Without  this  fundraiser,  we  could  not  operate  our  shul 
without  a  substantial  increase  in  dues. 

Do  you  have  to  pay  to  pray  at  AJ?    The  answer  is  no! 

Families  who  wish  to  occupy  reserved  seats,  but  cannot 
afford  the  associated  fees  are  welcome  to  speak 
confidentially  to  the  rabbi,  and  can  pay  whatever  they  can 
afford.  Nobody  is  ever  turned  away!  Additionally,  there 
is  non-reserved  seating  available  in  the  back  of  the 
Intergenerational  Family  Service. 

Do  you  have  to  be  an  AJ  member  to  purchase  a  seat 
reservation?  The  answer  is  yes!  Adath  Jeshurun  exists 
because  of  the  generosity  of  our  members.  Even  though 
many  of  our  programs  and  services  are  available  to  non- 
members  and  to  the  community  at-large,  purchasing  High 
Holy  Day  seat  reservations  is  a  benefit  that  is  reserved  for 
those  who  commit  to  supporting  Adath  Jeshurun  through 
membership. 

We  are  grateful  to  our  members  who  so  generously  support 
our  High  Holy  Day  Seat  Reservation  fundraiser! 


Seat  Reservation  Eligibility 

The  Adath  Jeshurun  bylaws  state  that  reserving  a  High 
Holy  Day  seat  is  a  privilege  of  membership.  Seat 
reservations  are  available  for  purchase  by  members  whose 
synagogue  accounts  are  current.  "Current"  has  been 
defined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  having  no  statement 
balance  older  than  90  days.

NEW  RECIPROCAL  SEAT  POLICY 

AJ  welcomes  guests  who  are  out-of-town  family 
members  of  AJ  congregants.  As  a  courtesy,  we  will 
extend  complimentary  seats  to  these  guests 
provided  that  they  submit  a  letter  from  their  home 
shul  stating  that  High  Holy  Day  seats  are  included 
in  their  dues,  or  that  the  individuals  have 
purchased  High  Holy  Day  seats  this  year.  If  seat 
reservations  are  not  included  in  their  dues,  or  if  the 
individuals  have  not  purchased  High  Holy  Day  seat 
reservations  this  year  at  their  home  shul,  payment 
for  seat  reservations  must  be  submitted  with  the  AJ 
Seat  Reservation  Form. 

Out-of-town  family  members  who  receive 
reciprocal  seats  are  assigned  seats  only  for  the 
services  they  will  be  attending.  AJ  will  be  assigning 
those  same  seats  to  others  when  not  in  use  by  the 
reciprocal  seat  occupant.

We  require  the  name  of  EVERY  seat  occupant  to 
be  listed  on  the  enclosed  High  Holy  Day  Seat 
Reservation  Form.  The  number  of  seats  reserved 
must  match  the  number  of  names  on  the  form. 

Reservation  Deadline 

Seat  Reservation  Forms  are  due  by  August  1st. 
Seats  not  reserved  by  August  1st  are  made 
available  to  other  members.  Payment  in  full  is 
required  with  your  High  Holy  Day  Seat 
Reservation  Form.  Phone  reservations  are 
not  accepted.  Although  we  will  make  every 
effort  to  accommodate  seat  requests,  we  cannot 
guarantee  seat  availability.
